GREGORY  COAL  &  MINING  CO.  By:  Scriptor  Bill  h  Ml 

One  of  the  Indiana  coal  companies  that  have  1 added  to  the 
list  of  companies  issuing  tokens  in  the  new  coal  look  is  the  Gregory 
Coal  &  Mining  Company  of  Shelburne,  Indiana.  Unfortunately,  the 
book  completely  omits  the  ornamentation  on  the  token  One  problem 
with  the  ornament  is  that  it  was  described  in  an  u d  as  an  "urn". 
Pennsylvania  members  would  have  described  the  object  as  a  keystone, 
their  state  nickname.  The  use  of  a  keystone  design  on  an  Indiana 
token  seems  strange  at  best,  unless  you  know  the  rest  of  the  story. 
The  keystone  on  the  token  represents  the  Keystone  nifse  which  Gregory 
leased  and  operated  for  only  five  years.  ' 

According  to  the  state  mine  inspector's  reports,  there  was  a 
Keystone  mine  in  Shelburne  for  many  years  before  Gregory  took  over. 
Like  most  mines  of  the  time,  it  suffered  a  continual  string  of  fires 
and  accidents.  In  1906  the  mine  was  owned  by  A.  H.  Whitset  and  had 
36  employees.  On  July  5,  1907,  there  was  an  explosi  n  that  killed 
the  mine  boss  and  superintendent  and  caused  a  financial  loss  of 
$1000.  The  mine  was  put  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver.  In  August  1908 
the  mine,  which  was  then  owned  by  C.  C.  Heison  of  Chicago,  was  leased 
to  the  Gregory  Coal  Mining  Company.  They  cleaned  up  the  mine  and 
began  production  in  September  with  40  pick  miners.  2  nules ,  and  10 
other  employees. 

,  On  May  11,  1909,  there  was  another  fire  that  caused  them  to  sear 
the  mine.  Mine  manager  Gregory  appeaded  to  the  U.  S  rescue  station 
at  Urbana,  Illinois,,  for  assistance,  but  none  was  av.  Liable.  Help 
was  sent  from  Pittsburgh  instead.  The  men  came  equi,  ped  with  oxygen 
helmets  and  were  able  to  fight  the  fire  where  men  without  helmets  had 
failed.  By  May  31,  it  was  possible  to  reopen  the  nine.  Gregory 
commended  the  men  and  their  helmets  and  said  that  If  the  helmets  had 
been  available  the  fire  could  have  been  stopped  immediately,'  The 
mine  continued  to  operate  under  Gregory  until  June  1913  when  it  began 
to  be  operated  by  the  Old  Shelburne  Coal  Company.  ;

Three  denominations  of  the  tokens  are  known.  The  fifty  cent 
token  is  illustrated  and  I  believe  it  to  be  the  only  one  presently 
known.  The  only  ten  cent  tokens  is  the  same  except  only  25mm  in 
diameter.  Two  of  the  five  cent  tokens  were  discovered  first  and 
these  are  the  listing  in  the  coal  book.  Although  all  three  came  to 
light  relatively  recently,  all  came  from  different  sources,  so  far  as 
I  have  been  able  to  learn.  I  believe  the  four  pieces,  three  diff¬ 
erent,  to  be  all  that  have  been  found  so  far.
